The first academy school to 
open in Northampton has 
been rated “good” by Ofsted 
for the first time.

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August date is set for 
quadruple murder trial 



The Ding family were found dead in their home in April 2011 


Quadruple murder suspect 
Anxiang Du could stand trial 
for murder in August, North¬ 
ampton Crown Court has 
been told. 

Du appeared before the 
court shortly after 10.30am 
last Friday. 

During the short hearing, 
he spoke only to confirm his 
name and listened to his Man¬ 
darin interpreter throughout. 

He appeared in court 
flanked by five prison officers, 
dressed in a dark blue jumper. 

A provisional trial date was 
set for August 5, with it expect¬ 
ed to last for 10 days at North¬ 
ampton Crown Court. 

Du, listening via his inter¬ 
preter, was told he faces four 
counts of murder, described 
by prosecutors as “charges of 
the uppermost gravity”. 

The court was told the 
prosecution’s papers were 
now at a “far more advanced 
stage” than they would usually 
be, given the time Du had been 
out of the country. 

He was extradited back 
to the UK from Morocco on 
Wednesday afternoon. 

As a result, the Crown 
Prosecution Service asked 
for a “slightly shorter adjourn¬ 
ment than usual”. 

Judge Rupert Mayo then 
told Du’s defence team today 
would be the last day he would 
get full credit for an early plea. 

After leaving court, the 
Coventry-based businessman 
then held discussions with his 
solicitors in the cells. They 
had earlier told the court they 
had no instructions from Du. 

However, no pleas were 
entered and there was no in¬ 
dication of how Du would be 
pleading. 


Du has been charged with 
the quadruple murder of the 
Ding family in 2011. 

University lecturer Jifeng 
“Jeff” Ding, his wife Ge “Helen” 
Chui and their two daughters 
Alice, 12, and Xing, 18 were all 
found stabbed to death 
at their home Pioneer 
Close, Simpson Man¬ 
or, on April 29,2011 - 
the day of the Royal 
Wedding. 

The short 
hearing followed 
yesterday’s ap¬ 
pearance at 
Northampton 
Magistrates’ 

Court after he 
was extradit¬ 
ed from Mo¬ 
rocco earlier 
this week. 

Du was 
found sleep¬ 
ing rough on 
a construction 
site in the Beni 
Makada sub¬ 
urb of Tangiers, 
in Morroco, shel¬ 
tering on the floor 
of a draughty room 
in a partly-built 
block of flats. 

He was formally ar¬ 
rested by UK police yester¬ 
day evening after he arrived at 
Heathrow Airport on a com¬ 
mercial flight from Casablan¬ 
ca at 3.50pm. 

The detectives who led the 
investigation into the murders 
were again in court today. 

Du was remanded back in¬ 
to custody and no bail applica¬ 
tion was made. 

He is currently being held 
at HMP Woodhill, in Milton 
Keynes, and will next appear 
in court on May 7.

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Talk of999merger 
plan is‘premature’ 



Talk of a possible merger be¬ 
tween Northamptonshire’s 
police and fire services has 
been labelled premature by 
the leader of Northampton¬ 
shire County Council. 
Recently, the county’s Con¬ 
servative police commission¬ 
er, Adam Simmonds, said he 
would like to see a merger of 
the two forces and could en¬ 
visage a time when a com¬ 
bined force would be run 
either by him or his successor. 

The announcement was 
said to have enraged Conserv¬ 
ative politicians in the coun¬ 
ty, with Northampton South 
MP, Brian Binley, accusing Mr 
Simmonds of “wanting to take 
over the world”. 

Speaking to the Chronicle 
& Echo last week, the leader 
of the county council, Coun¬ 
cillor Jim Harker {Con, Ketter¬ 
ing Rural) also dismissed talk 
of one person running all the 


county’s emergency services. 

He said: “It’s certainly not 
on the agenda to have one per¬ 
son in charge. That would be a 
massive step.” 

The council leader did say 
he wanted to see the police 
and fire services work more 
closely together and pointed 
out the fire service’s head¬ 
quarters would move from 
Moulton to Wootton Hall - 
where the police are already 
based - within the next few 
weeks. 

But he said he was ‘at pains 
to point out’ no merger plan 
was currently on the cards. 

He said: “I’m absolutely 
delighted to work with Adam 
in any way that improves the 
quality of service the people 
of Northamptonshire get and 
no stone will be left unturned. 

“But nothing is going to 
happen quickly.” 

Mr Simmonds said last 
week that plans for a possible 


merger had come forward af¬ 
ter 12 weeks of talks. 

Councillor Harker has 
since said those talks were 
only “on a very informal lev¬ 
el” and indicated that the fire 
service would remain un¬ 
der the control of the county 
council, if that was the best 
way forward. 

He said: “I don’t have any 
preciousness about who runs 
the fire service, as long as it’s 
run the best way possible for 
the people of Northampton¬ 
shire. 

“And if the council can do it 
best, we’ll keep doing it.” 

He did however insist that 
the public wanted to see the 
emergency services work 
more closely together, adding: 
“I’m very excited about the op¬ 
portunities this could lead to, 
but there’s a huge amount of 
work to be done yet to make 
sure we’re going in the right 
direction.”

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Properties fail fire 
risk inspections 


Hundreds of people in North¬ 
amptonshire are working 
in businesses or living in 
properties which have been 
designated as a fire risk, new 
figures have shown. 

A Freedom of Information 
request has revealed that, of 
1,078 fire safety audits of non¬ 
domestic premises carried 
out by Northamptonshire Fire 
and Rescue in the 12 months to 
March 2012,539 were found to 
be “unsatisfactory”. 

The fire service also served 
39 enforcement notices and 19 
prohibition notices during the 
same period. 

Baz Fox, community pro¬ 
tection manager for North¬ 
amptonshire Fire & Rescue 
Service, said the vast major¬ 
ity of the unsatisfactory audits 
were in so-called Houses of 
Multiple Occupation (HMOs), 
rented by more than two peo¬ 
ple and therefore designated 
as a business. 

Mr Fox said the main rea¬ 
son for the failed inspections 
was due to the properties,

“We are now trying to pros¬ 
ecute as many of these people 
as we can for non-compliance 
as a lot of them are making for¬ 
tunes on these properties and 
there is no excuse for not com¬ 


plying with the fire safety reg¬ 
ulations.” 

Brian Gregory, managing 
director of Safety Manage¬ 
ment (UK), based in North¬ 
ampton, said business owners 
and managers could often feel 
that all they needed to do was 
to have fire extinguishers in 
place and a fire detection sys¬ 
tem in their building and they 
would be covered. 

He said: “Small businesses 
are feeling the pressure of the 
recession and they are look¬ 
ing to save money where they 
can, but putting fire safety to 
the bottom of their priorities 
is a false economy.”

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Girl who confounded 
experts celebrates 


A woman from Northampton 
has celebrated her 21st birth¬ 
day, despite doctors believing 
that even becoming a teen¬ 
ager would kill her. 

Sarah Cowley was born with 
water on the brain, which 
produced so much pressure 
inside her skull she developed 
cerebral palsy. 

As she got older she need¬ 
ed more and more treatment, 
including nine operations in 
one month at the age of 12 and 
a six-month stay in hospital. 

Specialists predicted that 
teenage hormone changes in 
her brain would further in¬ 
crease the forces in her skull 
to such a degree that she was 
sure to die. 

But the college student 
has confounded expert opin¬ 
ion and reached adulthood, to 
the delight of her family. 

Mum Linda, of Briar Hill, 
said: “We don’t talk about it a 
lot, but she knows how lucky 
she is. 


“The consultant told me he 
didn’t think she would live her 
teenage life and that hurt me. 

“I thought I wouldn’t be 
able to handle it, but the worst 
never came. 

“A lot of prayers went out 
to her.” 

Family members visited 
Sarah for her birthday meal 
at The Queen Eleanor pub in 
Northampton this week. 

Relatives described her as 
a ‘happy-go-lucky girl’ with ‘a 
great sense of humour’, and as 
someone who “loves life”. 

Sarah said she was “really 
pleased” at the turnout, de¬ 
claring that she felt “very spe¬ 
cial”. 

Linda said: “Every year 
and every month counts with 
me. Every time she reaches 
another year, it’s a blessing. 
This milestone feels particu¬ 
larly special. 

“It has been an amazing 21 
years hoping for her to keep 
going. 

“She might reach 40 or 50, 


who knows. 

“All we know is we love her 
to bits.” 

Mrs Cowley was only seven 
months pregnant when Sarah 
was delivered prematurely, 
weighing only 2lbs 5oz. 

Water on the brain is called 
hydrocephalus by doctors. It 
meant a pump had to be at¬ 
tached from Sarah’s head to 
her abdomen when she was a 
child to constantly drain the 
fluid. 

But the mechanism in¬ 
volved a lot of medical risks 
because changing her tube led 
to infections, which left her 
hospitalised several times. 

She went to Fairfields and 
Greenfields schools in North¬ 
ampton and is now a student 
at Coventry’s Hereward Col¬ 
lege. 

She has endured several 
operations but the family said 
she still retained her spirit. 

Linda said: “She’s a strong 
girl and she needed to be to 
come through all of this.”

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Thousandscaught 
without TV licence 



More than 2,000 people in 
Northampton were caught 
without a television licence in 
2012, an increase of almost 20 
per cent on the previous year. 

TV Licensing officials yester¬ 
day revealed they recorded an 
increase in the number of peo¬ 
ple who tried to dodge buying 
a television licence between 
January 2012 and January this 
year. 

In Daventry, 220 dodgers 
were caught out, while more 
than 630 people were caught 
in Corby, more than 630 in 
Wellingborough and more 
than 520 in Kettering. 

The average evasion rate 
across the country remained 
at a low of just over five per 
cent. 

Mark Whitehouse, TV Li¬ 
censing spokesman for the 
East Midlands, said: “The da¬ 
ta shows evasion remains at 
historically low levels of ap¬ 
proximately, with the over¬ 
whelming majority of people 


ensuring they are correctly 
licensed. 

“In order to be fair to the 
law-abiding majority, who 
do pay for their licence, we’ll 
continue to pursue the small 
minority of people do not pay. 

“We do understand some 
people may find it difficult to 
pay in one go, which is why 
we offer numerous ways to 


spread the cost.” 

He added: “If people de¬ 
cide to watch TV without be¬ 
ing properly licensed, they 
risk prosecution and a fine of 
up to £1,000.” 

A colour licence current¬ 
ly costs £145.50. Last month 
it was revealed 68 black and 
white licences were still being 
used in Northamptonshire.

Children could get an NHS 
dentist appointment in half 
the time it currently takes 
after a funding boost from 
NHS Northamptonshire. 

NHS Milton Keynes and 
Northamptonshire, which 
runs public health services in 
the county, will get just over 
£2.7 million from the Govern¬ 
ment, much of which will be 
spent on reducing waiting lists 
to fix crooked teeth. 

A spokesman for NHS 
Northamptonshire said: “At 
the moment, the average wait¬ 
ing time for one of these ortho¬ 


dontic appointments on the 
NHS is 13 months. Using part 
of this money, we think we can 
get that down to six months. 

“Every person on the wait¬ 
ing list is under 18 so it will be 
children who benefit from this 
part of the scheme.” 

The remainder of the mon¬ 
ey will be used to give people 
greater access to NHS ap¬ 
pointments. Health bosses 
in Northamptonshire want to 
attract about 15,000 new NHS 
patients to be seen and treated 
by April 2014. 

The spokesman said: “The 
practices will each be able to 
take on more dentists and al¬ 
low them to open for more 
hours. 

“Both of these things will 
make it easier to get an ap-

A motorist who “jumped out 
of his skin” after smashing 
a car wheel in a pothole has 
slammed the condition of one 
of the county’s main roads. 
Steve Dean said the condi¬ 
tion of the A43 was so bad in 
places, drivers who knew the 
road were routinely weaving 
in and out of lanes to avoid hit¬ 
ting ‘craters’. 

Mr Dean, aged 64, of The 
Wharf, Bugbrooke was in¬ 
volved in an accident on the 
A43, near the Silverstone 
turn, on Sunday, February 10. 

He was driving north¬ 
bound in his Audi A4 estate at 
about 7.45pm in heavy snow, 
and had slowed down to about

45mph, when his front right 
wheel went into a pothole. 

His car slewed sideways, 
but luckily he was able to re¬ 
gain control of it and park 
safely. 

Mr Dean said the road sur¬ 
face was particularly bad be¬ 
tween Towcester and the M40 
junction. 

Speaking about the acci¬ 
dent, Mr Dean said: “I hit it 
with the right front wheel, 
which dropped squarely into 
it. It was clearly not just a lit¬ 
tle pothole. 

“The impact pushed the 
tyre in and forced it against 
the rim. It damaged the rim, 
unbeaded the tyre and split 
the tyre wall. 

“It was like running into 
a breeze block. The collision 
forced the car sideways and it 
smashed the wheel out of my 
hands. 

“I had backed off to about 
45mph and I am very thankful 
I did. If I’d hit it at 65mph and 
someone had been alongside, I 
dread to think what could have 
happened. 

“It made me jump out of 
my skin. It was a phenomenal 
impact. 

“The condition of the A43 


in both directions is very 
poor, with multiple potholes. 
In some places, it is causing 
drivers to weave to avoid them, 
which is a scenario which can 
ultimately lead to an acci¬ 
dent.” 

The maintenance of the 


trunk road, which connects 
the Mi and the M40, is the re¬ 
sponsibility of the Highways 
Agency, rather than North¬ 
amptonshire County Council. 

The agency has already car- 
ried out some emergency re¬ 
pair works in the area.

■ The Highways Agency said the 
safety of the roads was its “top 
priority” and it would be bringing 
forward planned works on the A43 
in Northamptonshire. 

■ A spokesman said: “We are 
aware of the issues regarding the 
condition of the road surface along 
the A43 in Northamptonshire and 
are taking action where required. 

■ “Last December, for example, 
we carried out an emergency 
resurfacing scheme near the Bay- 
nards Green services junction. 
“We will be bringing forward 
further schemes as part of our 
2013-14 programme to address the 
sections of the A43 most urgently 
in need of resurfacing. 

■ “In the meantime, our manag¬ 
ing agents are carrying out daily 
patrols and will complete safety- 
critical repairs as necessary. 

■ “Safety is our top priority and 
we strive to ensure our road net¬ 
work is among the safest in the 
world.”

Large, plush SUV motor¬
